Sound Farming Methods 


Horn Senses It Nssdsd for Proper 
Farming Operations 

Th# following article !s from a bul¬ 
letin latued by Hie U S- department 
of arloulturo: 

That to tusks a money maker of a 
farm that bas become a losing propo¬ 
sition through steady grain farming 
you must: 

1—Grow legumes, alfalfa, sweet 
clover, soy beans, cow peas, red clov¬ 
er, or alaike clover, according io,your 
soil and location. • 

- liaise llveslock as a sideline— 
thus saving waste In pasture, fodder, 
straw and the like, holding down your 
I grain sales knd keeping up fertility 
[ 3— Keep accounts or receipts and 

expenditures—thus substituting fig¬ 
ures for guesswork as to It bet her you 
are making money or not on each 
crop. 

> 4—Mis horse sense with scientific 

I agriculture—thus adapting the new 
methods to changes lu market, wealh 
er and other conditions. 

Given a run-down farm, the best 
and shortest cut to enduring and pro- 
.liable fertility Is through legumes 
and livestock. To open this short 
cut we must follow certain fundamen¬ 
tal rules In handling the toll. 

1— Put humus into ihe soli 

2— Establish a sound and regular 
fotation of crops. 

4—Use your crops to suit your soil 

4—Use drain tile freely. 

6—Suit your plowing to your soil. 

•—Manure as legularly as you har¬ 
vest. 

Don't plow when the soli Is too wet 
Such plowing puddles the earth and 
when it dries toe suu bakes the clods 
to bricks. 

Dont keep one grain crop on the 
same Held year after year. Have a 
rotation which will Include legumes 

Don't break up your rotation when 
clover falla. Fill in with soy beans 
or cowpeas. 

Don't pasture Helds In winter when 
wet During the wet weather keep 
the stock in the feed yard. 

Don't, aa a rule, follow a shallow 
rooted crop with another shallow 
rooted crop. 

Don't fail to save and put back on 
the soil every wisp of straw and 
corn stalk that you can't feed. 

Don't expect the best results from 
the use of manure or other fertilisers 
unless tillage, rotation and adaption 
of crop to soil have been given due 
attention. 

Don't let the soil rest with the Ides 
that nature will make good the re 
suits of man's mistakes. Keep the 
soil at work. 

The farmer who robs his toll to get 
a big crop Is riding for a fall. The 
farmer who sniffs nt 'new fsngled' but 
successful methods In agriculture, Is 
missing the modern farmers best bet 
The farmer who farms merely to get 
a crop instead of to get. a saleable 
crop Is ell right If be is farming for 
his health, but he won't get much 
else. 

A man who fall. to make a succory 
of farming because of hla failure to 
apply the recognized pdnclples of suc¬ 
cessful agriculture, or because of his 
failure to conform to recognized bus! 
ness principles, has largely himself 
to blame Success today cannot be 
gained by happy-go lucky, methods 

Moreover, the farmer who is too 
crabbed or suspicious to get together 
with his neighbors In order to do co 
operatively what no one can do alone, 
la sure tp pay dearly for his lack of 
confidence and bis incapacity for 
team work.

Youth Must bs Taught ths Lesson of 
the Dignity of Labor 

The growing interest manifested in 
the citizens movement for public edu¬ 
cation Is sn suguiy of belter things 
ror the educst.onol system of Sas¬ 
katchewan The not only keen Inter¬ 
est, but the reaumess to cooperate, 
shuwu by ll.ose who have been re¬ 
quested to assist In this movement is 
most encouraging to those who orig¬ 
inated It in the work of reform 
much Is achieved when the public bo- 
couies thoroughly awaken to the 
necessity of changes, and one can 
safely say that such an awakening 
has been experienced in the public 
mind of Saskatchewan. 

There is among the agricultural 
element in our populations conscious¬ 
ness that our educational system has 
tended too much to produce peda¬ 
gogues. rather than persons qualified 
to do well the everyday work of the 
world. The public school has led 
merely to the high school and col¬ 
legiate, and the latter, In turn, to the 
university. The consequence Is that 
there are teachers, doctors, lawyers 
and persons of professional standing 
generally in abundance. But of those 
well qualified to do the real produc¬ 
tive work of the community there Is a 
manifest deartn. 

This undesirable condition of af 
fairs will continue until the educa¬ 
tional system of the province receives 
s new direction. Instead of education 
being considered, as it now too fre¬ 
quently is, a preparation for the seiz¬ 
ing of the soaps, or the big prizes in 
life. It must be looked upon as a 
means for the bringing of the best 
within the reach'of all. Not more for 
the few. but more for the many should 
be the purpose or object of our sys¬ 
tem

such as this, the farm must be held 
in higher esteem than It has been In 
the past This Implies that a new 
attitude must Be assumed towards so- 
raflt-d menial labor, the work of one's 
hands. The youth muxt be taught 
the lesson of the dignity of labor; 
that he who tills the soil follows a 
vocation quite as honorable and laud¬ 
able as that of the lawyer, the niedi 
cal practitioner, the-dentist, or the 
clergyman. How can it be ezpecti I 
that spirited youth will remain on the 
fatm when powerful social and other 
Influences work agulnst It? 

The desirability of such teaching is 
manifest, and. forunately for those 
who promote It. economic Influences 
are now working with them. The war 
with lis eliminating of the waste In 
life, Its Imperative call for the exer¬ 
cise of economy. Is compelling us to 
get down to actual work. Society Is 
learning the lesson—If a uiau will not 
work neither shall he eat Necessity 
Is a stem but thorough Lurcher, and 
Its lessons are now being quickly 
rear tied Let full advantage be taken 
of the opportunity to Improve educe 
tional conditions. If this Is done 
much will have been accomplished 
Certainly the Indications make on a 
hopeful of resuIts.-^-Moose Jaw News.

There were, of course, no silk 
standards in those days, tho material 
used for these (lags being woolU-a 
cloth or leather, t aeaar sent a num¬ 
ber oi t>ruish baum rs to Home after 
the conquest of Britain. 

In lt'00 A.D. a standard bearing 
a raven was unfurled In England by 
the couquering Danea; In 1087 the 
ensign of Wiiiiaui Kufus bore the 
effigy of a young eagle looking the 
suu in the face, with T endure it" for 
a motto. 

In 1*06 the first British Union 
Jack, combining St Georges sod St. 
Andrew’s cross aftd symbolizing tua 
union between Engianu and Scotland, 
was decreed by King James the Sixth 
of Scotland and First of ktigtand. In 
1801, when Ireland was uni ed to lue 
empire, the cross of St. Patrick was 
added to those of St George and SL 
Andrew. thus foruilug me trinity 
i-roeses which- constitute the meteor 
flag of England, on which th. sun 
never sets.

While In* I* unable to work the straw 
stacks will to working foe him. and 
when the spring cotuee again be will 
find hitnearlf rider by dollars than lie 
was when be first bought tlie stork. 

That ia the wise plan »&*t every 
fanner who con should follow. To 
barn straw when it con be used to good 
advantage ia like dsetroy iug a pert of 
tbe crop.

DESTROY GERMANY’S HOPE OF COLONIAL EMPIRE 


Facts and Figures’To Promote Peace 


Greater than any Colony Germany hat Lost in the Great Part of 
Asia Minor Where she had Intended to Build a Second 
Germany with the Assistance of Turkey

erally undeistood. All men know. lor 
instance, tnat If the Allies force the 
Narrows, and permit warships to ap¬ 
pear before Constantinople, the w«.y 
will bJ open tor Hussias huge accu¬ 
mulation ot grain to reacu Us mar¬ 
ket; and It will be poasiole for Kua- 
sia freeiy to Impou the munitions •»' 
desperately needed Bo far as «lus 
sia a cant pa ik ii is concerned, Uie light¬ 
ing at the Dardanelles Is ot tne most 
tumendoui importance. It Is import¬ 
ant. too. as solving tne Usman ques- 
tlon. Greece win o« renjvred a neg¬ 
ligible quautity with me allies In Con- 
aieuiinopte. uuigarla and Konmania 
wdl have to mane ihe.r terms witu 
the masters ot Byzantine luraey 
will bu put out of the lighting, The 
wnule sTrjngtu 141 tne a-u.-a can t>e 
concentrated upo.i Germany and Aus¬ 
tria.

It Is true tnat the Uritish navy aud 
oiitish and Krencu soldiers have al¬ 
ready wrested from Germany all her 
colonies, liar f 1 sg Hies today no- 
wiiete but In Europe. But greater 
Ui&n any colony she has lost is that 
grout part of Asia Minor where she 
ua 1 intended building up a second 
Germany with the assistance of Tur¬ 
key It Is true that she has not yet 
grasped the prize. If Constantinople 
fal.s she can never grasp it. Site will 
be forever doomed to remain a cen¬ 
tal European power with not a 
squar.’ mile of coiou.al empire. 

It Is only In the past forty years 
Uist Germany has had the oppor¬ 
tunity of acquiring colonies By the 
time the German confederacy had 
been established ua an empire, and 
ah j looked abroad, she found that 
practically all the rich territories of 
the world had passed to some other 
power, chiefly to Britain or France. 

Her expansion upon this continent 
•was barred by the Monroe Doctrine, 
which she ha I never accepted, but 


which she baa feared to challenge, 
i here waa uuo great Herd, however, 
lu which, granted certain conditions, 
•be need tear m rival, and that was 
Asia Minor, once the centre of pros¬ 
perity aud civilisation, but now al¬ 
most a desert, though rich In all the 
possibilities of industrial* and com¬ 
mercial life. U was and la part of 
turkey; but Turkey atuno could not 
bold it against Germany. . The first 
step, then, was to alienate Turkey 
from what European friends she hid, 
to brume her champ.on* lor a time, 
obtain ncccssar. concessions, and 
Uien when the monu-ut . rrived, to 
destroy Turkish authority in the 
great coloulai empire she meant to 
build up. 

In a very few years the preliminary 
moves had been made, aud with the 
greatest success Germany became 
the favored friend at Cdustantlnoplig 
Turitey turned from Britain, a d, as¬ 
sured of Gcrinany.a support, ceased 
to fear Russia. Uermauy encouraged 
misrule In Macedonia, meaning one 
day to establish her owu order there, 
she stood staunchly by Turkey In 
her persecutions or Soros and Bui- 
gars In IBOb her plans were threat¬ 
ened by the Young Turk movciueut, 
but arrangements satisfactory to both 
• parties were made and Enver Pasha, 
I the leader of the Young Turks, be¬ 
came a German ageut. The war be¬ 
tween Italy anu Turkey, however. 
> which Germany tried nsrd to pre- 
I vent, was a more serious blow, not 
| because Italy acquired Tripoli, but 
because Turkey s military weakness 
was revealed to the Balkan States. 

They made war upon Turkey, and 
almost succeeded in driving her out 
German diplomacy. how 
ever, averted this trials, and succeed¬ 
ed iu making trouble among the Bal¬ 
kan powers, with the result that Bul¬ 
garia fought Graeco and Serbia, wuu 
, disastrous results. The war had not 
the ending Germany expected, for 
! Serbia emeiged stronger than evei, 
and Serbia was the real barrier be 
\u»trii n territory and Turkish 
territory through which Germany 
I had planned to rvin her famous Bag¬ 
dad railway, fur which she had al¬ 
ready secured concessions. There can 
be little doubt that one of the chief 
reasons why Germany urged Austria 
forward against Serbia was her de- 
termination to have Serbia made a 
1 mere vassal state, so that the railway 
to Turkey could pass through Serbian 
territory. If Constantinople la lost 
to the Turk, then Asia Minor Is lost 
for all time to Germany, and her lost 
| hope of a colonial empire la crushed.

Liquor Traffic le the Enemy of 
Labor end a Burden to the 
Notion **-• 

People are slow to comprehend the 
Immensity of the burden laid on their 
shoulders by the liquor traffic Sonfe 
time ago I mado lUe statement that 
it ooat Ova times as much to look af¬ 
ter the mischief wrought by the 
liquor traffic ka the revenue' receives 
from It. 1 also said that If the money 
spent In drink were spent In useful 
articles, it would give employment to 
eight times as many men as aie now 
engaged in the manufacture of liquor. 
1 was immediately- asked for proof. 
That was easily done because 1 only 
slated what anyone cau demonstrate 
I mathematically for themselves. But 
| that la much less than the real facts. 
Ever) one knows that there la a great 
deal of expenditure and loss that can¬ 
not be calculated. For instance, very 
few know how much they give to 
private charities that are to a great 
extent made necessary by the drink 
habit. Looses by sickness, death, loss 
of time, lose by bad debts, etc., can¬ 
not be estimated 80 that instead of 
being five times, it may possibly be 
double that amount- 
* Other places report a similar pro¬ 
portion. ’Members of the Dauphin 
County Board of Poor Directors. 
Pennsylvania, have annouonced that 
caring fOr the victims of the liquor 
traffic costs Dauphin county. Includ¬ 
ing the city of Harrisburg, more than 
five times a* much as the revenue 
receives, front the business The reve- 
U 1 MS of {^ city and county from Uie 
liquor business amounts to $34,315.00, 
while the two governments spend 
91K6.uuo.oo In partially remedying the 
harm that, liquor foes." 

Professor Longacre of Washington. 
D.C., speaking at Atlantic City recent¬ 
ly. suld: ‘ Xhe liquor traffic Is a reve¬ 
nue consumer. It takes five times as 
much to care for the criminals, paup¬ 
ers and orphans for which the saloon 
Is responsible as the amount of the 
revenues paid to the government by 
the breweries and distillerne.” 

From a government^efJorr we find 
that there are 4.6kJk^e»sons engaged 
In the breweries and distilleries- We 
also learn that there Is one person 
employed In useful Industries for 
every 92.582 Invested. From these 
figures anyone can prove that the 
hundred million dollars spent in 
drink would give employment to eight 
times four thousand six hundred and 
elghty-%igbt.

Would End All Wart 

When Henry Ford of Detroit baa 
hla confeieuco with Josephus Dan¬ 
iels, secretary of the navy. In Wash¬ 
ington, he has a great surprise in 
store for armament makers. M r. Ford 
anuuuncet that be baa plans for a 
new submarine “fish" that will out¬ 
point anylhlug now known and coal 
less than oue per cent- as much as a 

dreadnought. 

"It would ^>e no trick at all to build 
a submarine pne-fourth of the siie of 
those now in use that could, entry a 
pill at the end of a pole with suffic¬ 
ient explosive power to hoist the 
mightiest dreadnought ever built out 
of the sea—and I'm going to tell Sec¬ 
retary Daniels so when 1 see him," 
said Mr. Ford. 

“And the best part of It ta that 
these new submarines would coat 
only a fraction or what the present 
ones cost and only a fraction of one 
per cent, of what our laUst dread¬ 
noughts will coat. 

'Submojines equipped with gaso¬ 
line engines for their entire motive 
power can be made to weigh a quar¬ 
ter of wbat the present ones do._Jhey 
can be made to be propelled and 
guided, not only from side to side, but 
up and down In the water, entirely by 
their owu power. They can be made 
to swim around with as much free¬ 
dom of motion at a fish. 

“The submarines of which I speak 
are coming aa sure aa fate if the na¬ 
tions refuse to dls.rm. If we don't 
make the new boats first, some other 
country Is going to As so a as one 
nation has tfieni perfected the other 
nations are going to find out about 
them and make them too. 

*'I believe that the greatest agency 
in bringing about peace Is education 
But If the time ever coifies when they 
are needed, these aubfuarlpes will 
themselves exert a wonderful In¬ 
fluence In procuring disarmament 

“They will Immediately make our 
915.000.000 battleships obsolete.

Panama Canal’s 
Effect in Canada 


Some Rates to the Coeet Must be 
Reduced 

The Panama Canal has been In 
operation fur one year. Deap.te tLe 
fact that the conditions during tiial 
period bave been abnormal aa regards 
busines* and Usnaporallon, the out¬ 
standing fact remains that such has 
beeu i.te divergence of freight traffic 
lo the all water route in tna coast to 
coast routing that several of the big 
American railroads notably the South¬ 
ern Peclnc and the .Santa Ke, are 
demanding the rtgnt to reduce the 
overland chargee In order lo main¬ 
tain their exletence. Although the 
canal la an American undertaking and 
the position of Canada far to the 
north largely disposes of Canndiau 
Interest tnereln, the shortening of the 
water route to British Columbia from 
around the Horn to through the Great 
Cut bas had a certain effect and will 
have a greeter effect upon competi¬ 
tive rates between the PaciAc Coast 
and Eastern Canada. In this prob¬ 
lem Canadian railroads—especially 
(iiadlan Pacific—th* Railway 
commission, the government and the 
Manufacturers* association, are Vital¬ 
ly Interested and developments are 
being cloaely watched. 

Adjustment of certain freight rates 
for transcontinental business ia likely 
to be the method adopted to meet the 
issue, but there have been sugges¬ 
tions of routing through New York to 
American lines or the establishing of 
a subsidized Canadian service fibrn 
Montreal. 

According to W. R. Maclnnea. 
freight trailIc manager of the Capad 
•an Pacific, who has been following 
cloaely tne effect of the Panama 
shdrt-cut on Canadian traffic, the pro¬ 
blem ia one of commerce rather thuu 
of transportation. And being a prob¬ 
lem of commerce It has to bl studied 
largely from a theoretical standpoint 
in view of the commercial conditions 
which have prevailed during the per¬ 
iod since the opening of the canal. By 
this Mr Macltines means that the ef¬ 
fect of lhe war has been such upon 
the volume of traffic between East¬ 
ern Canada and British Columbia and 
so great haa been the disorganization 
of ocean services and ocean rates that 
it la Impossible to work definitely 
from the actual returns. 

Explaining th« theory of commer¬ 
cial competition as the Important 
factor In this transportation prob¬ 
lem. Mr. Maclnnea went to hla map 
of North America, and If the reader 
will do the same he will better under¬ 
stand the explanation. Setting .down 
as a basis that the question largely 
Involved was of marketing certain 
manufactured products of Eastern 
Canada in British Columbia and cer¬ 
tain products of the Peel Ac province 
In Lhe east. It waa pointed out that In 
the manufacture g belt of the North 
Eastern States and In Ontario and 
Quebec there are certain similar pro¬ 
ducts for which there Is a competitive 
market in British Columbia. Now if 
the Panama route has the effect of 
permitting the American manufac¬ 
turer* to ship his products by water 
down the Atlantic coast and up the 
PaciAc and then pay hla duty at the 
roast ports of entrj^ and make more 
favorable prices than in the past. It 
becomes a direct question of reducing 
the Canadian overland charges so as 
to meet U>la condition. 

Taking the Eastern and Western 
Canadian markets as the end* of a 
horseshoe, the water route might be 
Illustrated by the shoe Itself and a di¬ 
rect line between the calks would rep¬ 
resent the overland If by the open 
ing of the canal the rates on the long 
route are reduced, then those of the 
shorter route must come down also. 
It Is net Just a question of traffic for 
the railroad, but a problem of com¬ 
merce to preserve the British Colum¬ 
bia market to the Canadian manufac¬ 
turers. 

Although, as stated, the conditions 
which have prevailed since the open¬ 
ing of the canal have been such that 
the transportation protlems arising 
therefrom so far aa Canada is con¬ 
cerned have hardly taken concrete 
form, the; have not been neglected. 
The railroads and the manufacturer* 
the Post Is Informed, have been work¬ 
ing together and have been keeping 
their case before the railway commis¬ 
sion The railroads explained tn the 
nianufat turers that If there ware re 
duced rates niqde on certain commod¬ 
ities to British Columbia, they must 
be taken as exceptions to the gen 
eral schedules and regarded without 
bearing upon the tariffs to the prairie 
Already some slight adjust¬ 
ments have been made and It Is taken 
that there will be further change* 
when the situation takes definite 
form and the railroads and manufac¬ 
turers can bring proof that Ameri¬ 
can Interests have gained an advan 
iage on the Pacific coast This can be 
done in theory baaed on tariff rates, 
but actual busines: ia disorganized, 
one rather Important adjustment 
which ha* been made affects the 
movement of canne.d salmon from 
British Columbia lo the cast, especial¬ 
ly export consignments. This Is to 
overcome the all water advantage. 

One effect of the canal route will 
umtuubodly be that, aa regards cer¬ 
tain heavy products Eastern Can ad 
I n manufacturers will have ot regard 
British Columbtr. In the same light as 
an export market and be prepared to 
meet the keenest kind of competition 
There have been certain commodities 
from Eastern manufacturers upon 
which there has been a cheaper 
rate to Vancouver than to Calgary, 
although the consignment went 
through the latter city and then over 
the costly mountain section tq. the 
renal The number of goods In th's 
class and the extent of the through 


advantage are ilkel, to be Increased 
I by Panama transportation. 

The opinion iu railroad circles la 
that the problem will be solved large¬ 
ly by reducing transcontinental 
freight tariffs, onl of great signific¬ 
ance in rotation to the traffic as a 
whole, but still sufficient to meet 
commercial competition. But this la 
not the only .olutlon which haa been 
suggested The Post learns that at 
Ottawa there have beeu at least two 
oilier proposals made. On* of these 
that the government open a customs 
office at the port of. New York and 
that Canadian manufacture* be ship¬ 
ped by rail to that point and then 
by boat by the canal to British Colum 
bla; the other that the government 
subsidise a Uqe of steamers from 
Montreal to Vancouver to work 
through the Panama cul 

From a national business stand¬ 
point, It would not appear that either 
of these scheme* Is Ukely to be 
adopted Id the first place, Canada 
haa more railroads than her present 
development requires, and lo the sec¬ 
ond pluce the government Itself haa a 
largo interest in some of those sys¬ 
tems. It has bee generally recogniz¬ 
ed that the railroad* are one of th 
Gig burdens being carried by Canada 
today, and it Is not likely that the 
government would go out of Ita way 
to establish new routes under the 
prevailing Industrial conditions, un¬ 
less It were proven that the railways 
were not able or prepared to meet 
competition. 

Reviewing the year’s operation of 
the canal from the American stand¬ 
point. the New York Journal of Com¬ 
merce states that three Important 
things have been accomplished There 
has been a development In all-water 
transcontinental traffic In many com¬ 
modities which formerly were unaoli 
to move by atl-rall or mixed water 
and rail lines, particularly lumber. 
Prosperity has come to a number cf 
Panama Canal steamship lines .by 
doubling the volume of coast to coast 
cargoes offered them for transporta¬ 
tion. Normal traffic has been divert¬ 
ed to the all-watei lines to such an 
extent that the railroad companies 
are struggling to continue la competi¬ 
tion by making general reductions In 
their all-rail transcontinental aa well 
aa mixed water and rail rates.—The 
Financial Poet of Canada, Sept- 18. 
1916. 

Waste of Feed 


Car* Should be Taken In Feeding 
Animals In Order to Prevent 
Waste 

The balance sheet on tfte average 
(arm would show a much larger pro¬ 
fit if lesa feed waa wasted Bo little 
Is lost at a time that we do not real 
izc our wastefulness, but if we would 
take the lime to count up wbat Is 
knocked out of the troughs by the 
animals and trampled under foot in 
oue muniu'a time we would be ao 
surprised at the large quantity that 
we would all take steps to be more 
careful in tbe future. 

One of tne most common ways of 
wasting feed la to feed it upon the 
ground when the surface ia wet or 
soft. Feed scattered about In this 
fashion will soon be trampled upon 
and buried uncer uie mud. Piga. es¬ 
pecially. are wasteful of feed given 
to them in this way. but many feed¬ 
ers have realised the loss and bave 
prevented It by building concrete 
feeding floors which will not only 
pay tbelr coat In the feed they save 
in a few years, but enable *nc quar¬ 
ters to be kept iu a more sanitary 
condition. 

Feed may be wasted when It Is fed 
ip the maniera In excess of the ani¬ 
mal's needs. . This is a loss that is 
easily preventable, for the feeder If 
he Is observing will know Juet how 
much the animal will eat up clean. 

On some farms the great . loss 
comes in overfeeding. In such cases 
much of. the food that la taken Intb 
the system Is not properly assimi¬ 
lated hence wasted. Some animal* 
will atop eating when tbe stomach 
is full, white others will eat so long 
as there 1* anything before them 
Anlmala such aa the latter should be 

S ven only the amount of food that 
ey require This will depend on the 
kind and sixe of animal, aa well aa 
the purpose for which It !• used. I.V 
cases of overfeeding not only Is food 
a anted, but some of the energies of 
the body will oe taxed to dlspoie of 
the excessive amount and the horse 
will be Injured instead of being bene 
Attrd by the good Intentions of the 
feeder. 

Not Freedom, But Control

.'.y Indiana of Quebec or Ontario 
were not treated more generously an 
der either French or English aus¬ 
pices, It may be. but at least be pur 
sued his hunting under circumstances 
to which the Eskimo’s life ia little 
short of a cold storage belL"

French Colonial Minister Reviews 
Remarkable Achievements 

“Fighting continually in Africa 
sine# mat aettcuiber aioug a front of 
(Lore than 2,'iOu miles, Lie French 
colonial troops, aided by tha HriUah 
allies, have obtained remarkable re¬ 
sults," said Gaaton Doumnurgue, 
min later of the Colonies. u> tbs Assoc 
taled Press. 

Gorman East Africa," tha minis* 
tar oontiuusd, "will soon be the only 
colony possessed by Germany, with 
the exception of a small part of the 
Kamsruna. Tbs other German pos¬ 
sessions are occupied either by tha 
French 'or English, or conjointly 

"When one considers tbe difficul¬ 
ties of transportation In tha Interior 
of kamcruu s not ouly of food and 
munitions but cannon, for our expe¬ 
ditionary col mins, our success ap¬ 
pears to ba stUl more evident aud 
meritorious. 

A number of French columns 
marching from east to west an<f from 
south to north have covered iuois 
than 600 kilometres (about 673 miles I 
and, fighting continuously, bave es 
lablishsd Junctions and thus sur 
rounded the enemy on three side*, 
while Anglo-Freneb columns ere op 
erating from the coaat toward the 
Interior and a blockade of the coast 
baa been effected by British vessels 

"The fighting in the colonies bears 
a great resemblance to that on the 
western front. Trenches, barbed wire 
entanglements and blockhouse oberv- 
atlon posts bad been cleverly dispos 
ed and utilised by the Germans, who 
have nhpwn, here as elsewhere, the 
greatest prepnralloas for war our 
enemies bad even seut to Africa tome 
aeroplanes, which tbe allies fortun¬ 
ately brought down as soon as they 
appeared. 

' Garua. with a population of over 
20,000 and an Important garrison, 
was besieged for several monies aud 
only fell when 1 ordered a gun of 
large calibre transported there from 
Morocco. It was brought up on boats 
along about 1,000 kilometres (621 
miles) of winding waterways to lbs 
outskirts of tbs city. Tbs effect of 
the projectiles wgs so terrifying lhat 
after a short bombardment the pop¬ 
ulation and garrison of Garua re¬ 
quested permission to surrender. 

Regarding the future of the German 
colonies, M. Doummorque said: 

"It is Impossible to speak of the 
future of the German colonies, as af¬ 
ter the war their future will depend 
entirely upon the terms of the peace 
treaty. All thluking persons have 
gtvaa an,i a III continue to glv<- thin 
matter much thought; but at present 
it Is loo premature, In a war which 
has nearly Involved the whole world, 
to ^arrive at any definite decision. 
Now It is onr duty to conquer, and 
when that task Is accomplished It 
will bs a question of construction. 

"We will be equal to this new task 
and jut In execution the qualities 
which the war has awakened in us 
and of which history will be certain 
to print." 


Air Georgs Foster Says Enough Food 
to Feed all la Wasted Hera 
Every Year 

"What bas made Great Britain cap¬ 
able of shouldering tbe nuances of 
herself and her colonies, as well as of 
the allies dod of looktug into a fut¬ 
ure year with confidence in knowing 
that she would still bs called upon 
again and again?" asked Blf Georgs 
Foster, minister of trade and com¬ 
merce. Ottawa, addressing the Ufa un 
derwnu-rs st their banquet at Toron¬ 
to. "It la tbe thrift of preceding gen 
••rations of .lie British bom." he an 
swored 

"We have every respect for the 
banka and for monrtrfrysceniros and 
agflegations, but whcuVitve they ob-^ 
lained their millions? ^They would 
never have had them If Junes and 
Brown, the wide world over, had uut 
been practising thrift and making 111 
lie savings. That spirit of limit has 
made it possible for tbe banks to ex 
let and for mouetgry Institutions to 
carry out their purposes. 

"Where la Britain s financial 
strength? It lies not In the Bank of 
hngiand, nor in the mon«y strength 
of the great city oi London When the 
government wanted a loan It knew 
where to make the appeal and It ap¬ 
pealed to the massed Aud those 
masses. both in duty and Interest 
combined, contributed the greatest 
loan and niadu the best - responses 
kuowu to history. 

‘But what wc must think of is to 
look tbe facts In the face Twenty 
dve years later w* will be paying the 
awful 'ronacqqpnces entailed by this 
wur that is without equal In tbs his¬ 
tory of the world. *1 here Is no fun 
unless you pay the piper. We cannot 
wage war and create incalculable 
sums of debit and credit without pay¬ 
ing the cost. Ws ar# only on the out 
er edge of the questtofl'and thdie are 
only two ways in which thes* debts 
can be paid aud tbs necessary sums 
‘provided. 

* We must pay out of the capital and 
the savings und thus nmke lbs read¬ 
justment that Is so Inevitable. Hut 
how long would It be before tbe capl 
tal would be eaten up? How lung 
would II be before w« would have to 
call on the savings of today and fut 
ure days? Only In tbe solution of 
tlfut problem can Canada measure up 
to her responsibility and duty. But 
the mlsfoitune Is that Canada has 
suffered from too great naturul riches 
aud from easy banking teguluCons to 
have access to these resources 

Canada has been In the habit of 
doing as little as possible for herself 
and calling on thj resources of the 
banka and lending companies, In the 
last few years. There has been a 
constant stream of money, million* 
and hundreds of millions, sums Incal¬ 
culable and beyond our simple concep 
lions Credit has been too good, rv 
sources too great and optimism un¬ 
bounded. We have unlocked the 
doors of tbs vaults and have revelled 
In loans. 

"It would be folly for Canada to 
think of going to Great Britain and 
borrowing money nos, even for the 
necessary things such as the building 
of enterprises or their maintenance 
after they are bullded^We have grab 
bed tbe bit out of lbs teeth of optim¬ 
ism and have been making expendi¬ 
tures that would be better made half 
a century after this. We have done 
many foolish things with that con¬ 
st int stream of credit. But It must be 
t'.opped and Canada will have to pay 
her way «s she goes for many years 
to come 

"We can only stop this by practis¬ 
ing thrift We can do It in a national 
way, but that Is not the most import¬ 
ant We must practice thrift in the 
individual. In the tomo aud In the 
community The empire Is giving of 
Its best lire and blood, laying them on 
the altar of human liberty and free 
dom, but our duty Is no less ut'liome 
than on the field of battle We must 
atop the waste and extravagance, and 
we must do it by thrift. Oat of our 
savings wn will have to psy our debts, 
not only the debts of war. but In a 
much larger field Our greater duty 
points out Lhat after peac< Is signed, 
there will be lands that ure dlsman 
tied, devastated and burned in differ¬ 
ent portions of the world, and these 
must be built up again. It will require 
capital to do that. 

"The most wasteful people ln*the 
world are In the Dominion of Canada. 
The United States might ssy. No, you 
have not got that preeminence.’ 
There was a time when the United 
States could say that, but shs has 
since squandered her own uatural re 
sources. We In Canada, without pop¬ 
ulation and natural resources find 
that saving and thrift come so hard. 
We-arc too lavish in our natural re¬ 
sources, our forests, agriculture, 
mines, fish and water powers Thrift 
Is the last idea that would come to 
our minds 

"But u Is coming now. We must ask 
ourselves, how much more. If the war 
continues, can we support the pres 
sure and the consequences entailed? 
There Is the problem of the unem¬ 
ployed. the distress In the homes nnd 
(lie people without food. There Is 
food enough In fiesh and vegetables 
wasted In Canada every year to feed 
every hungry mouth. If conserved aud 
saved."—The Monetary Timet.

cariyjng i way the cases 

"They had not g«. the greater part 
sway when there wua a terrific ex¬ 
plosion. but luckily no one was any 
the worse, but if that had l iken place 
where I saw the cart first ths loss of 
life would have been rrlble. besides 
b.-lplng the Germans In their attack. 
# As it was. there was a young earth- 
'quake, of whlrh the effects were foil 
for miles around. 

"We all felt that>ful to those chaps 
fo" their readiness to sacrifice them¬ 
selves anad we ho, e they will get offi¬ 
cial recognition 1 know tluy were 
complimented by their officers for 
wht * they had done."
